Tliey will show the proportion 
of pure air needed for etch em- 
ploye; explain ventllntinn in tlx 
every phaie, but particularly as 
it applies to work following an 
accident; test mining machinery 
aud give great care to the elimi- 
nation of dust as a possible cause 
of explosion. 

The mine will be opened next 
Week, ami skilled miners will be 
employed as if they were work- 
in* for a Drivate company. Then 
the experts will take charge and 
many uuusual things will hap 
pen in the mine pefore the ex 
perimeuts are complete. Tliey 
are expected to result in great 
benefit for miners aud th? in- 
dustry in general.

Girls Must Not be Whipped in Lexington 
Public Schools. 

Lexington, Kv., Dee. 17.— At 
the meeting of the Lexington 
School Board tonight, the board < 
with only one dissenting vote, 
adopted n rule proposed by Judge 
S. M. Wilson, which abolishes 
the whipping of girls in tho public 
schools and puDils of either sex 
in the high school. The rule 
prescribes that no pupil in the 
high school nor girl in any 
of the public schools of the city 
shall receive corporal punish- 
ment and that a boy must be 
whipped in the presence of the 
class before which the offense 
was committed ; if not* in the 
presence of the ola.-s, it must be 
done in the principal's ollice in 
the presence of two lady teach- 
ers, or one teacher an a. parent 
of the child. 

A parent may, upo;i request, 
approved by the supennti -uda.il t 
of schools, intiict the pnniehineut 
iu the preseuce of the principal 
a"ud a teacher. If a pupil's par- 
ents forbid orporal punishment 
beiug inflicted upon the child, the 
latter may be suspeuded or ex 
pelled.
